ABERDEEN AND TUPPER. 

The Star (independent) says editorial- 
ly: “There was no precedent to guide 
the governor-general because neither in 
Canada nor England hada government | 
ever been formed after the life of par- 
liament had expired, and _ possibly 
never ca earth, had a premier atcempt- 
ed such wholesale division of spoil as 
was attempted by Sir Charles in this 
ease. The dilemma that confronted 
Lord Aberdeen was entirely new. He 
had to act without guidance or author- 
ity; he had to become an authority. It 
might have occurred to the late premier 
that a ministry in such an unusual de- 
gree provisional, as was his own, should 
have experienced some delicacy about 
asserting itself. He not only formed a 
ministry after the death of parliament, 
his ministry not only lacked the formal 
endorsation of the house, and the party 
and government had not merely been 
repudiated at the polls, but the very 
men surrounding him and bearing the 
licllow titles of ministers of the crown, 
were in many cases, men who had just 
been overthiown at the polls and did 
not even enjoy ithe status of private 
members of parliament. 

* This whole chapter of our political 
hisiory is degrading and immoral. The 
governor-general may be severely  criti- 
cized by interested partics, but history 
will declare that he acted in the only 
way that a whole gentleman could. If 
Sir Charies presses the matter it will 
inevitably provoke such a searching in- 
quiry into the whole story of govern- 
ment patronage, in its relation to the 
independence of parliament, that Sir 
Charles ‘and his associates will very 
quickly be put en the defensive. 

“T am as strongly opposed as any- 
one can be to the interference on the 
part of the governor-general, but I hold 
that the fault in this case lies with the 
premier who invited and provoked in- 
terference by attempting an unpre- 
cedenied use of patronage while the 
government - was in an unusual degree | 
provisionia, being dead by effiux of time, 
dead by the wiil of the people and dead 


by personal defeat of half its members.” 


SECTARIAN SCHOOLS. 


Respecting state aid to sectarian 
schools, Lord Russell, Lord Chief 
Justice of England, in an interview 
said: “It all depends. I can under- 
stand the government of a state saying, 
‘Education is no affair of ours. That 
must be left to the individual head of 
the family.’ But if, as in Great 
Britain, she has accepted. the position 
of recognizing it to be the duty of the 
state that the young of the nation shall 
be educated, then I think it is the 
duty of the state to consider as far as 
as is consistent witha national system 
of education, the religious feeling, or 
if you prefer it so, call it the religicus 
sentiment or prejudices, of the various 
sections of the community, 

Again, if the duty which the state 
has accepted is diseharged by anybody 
in the community, so-far as the secular 
teaching is cencerned, I hold that while 
the state ought not to be called upon to 
pay for religious teaching, it is only 
just that it should pay for the secular 
teaching which it has coniessed to be 
its duty to impart to the child, whether 
that teaching be imparted by members 
of a religious body or not, and this even 
although that body may set a part cer- 
tain hours of the school day for instruc- 
tion in religious matters which may be 
more or less sectional. 

“It should pay those who impart 
that secular education, even although 
they may be recognized as a body of re- 
ligious teachers. But while I say. this, 
I say at the same time there should be 
the fulles: possible control given to the 
state in the matter of inspection. So 
that it may see that the standard which 
it proposes to maintain will in point of 
efficiency be carried out. In other 
words, the state should see that it is 
getting full value for the money which 
it is paying out. 

“But in order that there may be no 
misconstruction of my words, I desire 
it to be distinctly understocd that I 
speak as an Xnglishman and as one 
who looks at this matter as it affects 
the schools in Fngland. I am not 
discussing the merits or demerits of the 
Canadian separate schools, but speak | 
simply of the duty of the state with re- 
gard to education as I coneeive it.”

The August crop bulletin of the 
Manitoba department of agriculture has 
been issued. It bears out what has 
already been reported regarding wheat

The deduction of 50 per cent of the 
wheat sown on stubble from the total 
area, makes the wheat area for 1896 
less than in any of the three previous 
years, but greater than in 1892. The 
wheat area is 1892 was in round figures 
876,060 acres, 1,000,000 acres in 1893- 
and 1894, and 1,140,276 in 1895. The 
area for 1896, after the deduction not- 
ed, is 999,598. The total aggregate 
yieid of wheatis greater than in any 
previous year except two, these being 
1891 and 1895, when the final estimate 
was 23,191,009 -bushels and 31,775,- 
000 bushels respectively. Considering 
the reduced area on account of the late 
spring, and the unusual loss by hail 
storms this year, the returns are by no 
means unsatisfactory. 

The total yield of oats, placed at 16,- 
633,000 bushels, is greater than in any 
previous year, except 1885, when it 
was 22,555,000 bushels. In 1891, the 
the next heaviest year, it was 14,- 
762,000 : 

The total crop of barley, estimated 
at 3,696,460 bushels, is greater than in 
any previous year, except 1895, when. 
it was 6,645,000 bushels. In 189], 
the next heaviest year, it was 3,200,000 
bushels, 

Flax shows the greatest falling off, 
owing to the reduced area. The yield 
is placed at 14.2 bushels per acre, mak- 
a total of 288,615 bushels, as compared 
with about 1,250,060 bushels last year. 

One of the most gratifying features 
of the report is the large area of Jand 
prepared for wheat next year. New 
breaking and summer fallow total up 
444,320 acres, compared with 307,025 
acres last year. This area of 444,320 
represents land already prepared for 
wheat next spring, indicating tha: the 
crop area néxt year will be the largest 
in the history of Manitoba. 

The damage done by hail is shown 
in the low average yield of crops in the 
south central district, where most of 
the hail damage was done.—Com- 
mercial.

MR. OLIVER BUSY. 


Last Tuesday in the House, under 
the head of notices of wotion Mr. 
Frank Oliver (Alberta) asked the gov- 
ernment to bring down.copies of the 
memorials and resoluticns or other 
documents from the legislative assembly 
of the Northwest Territories for an in- 
crease of subsidy and all correspondence 
in connection with the same. 

lifr. Oliver made a brief speech in in- 
troducing his motion, poizting out the 
needs of the Territories for more money 
than they at present receive. He said 


| that owing to the sparseness of settle- 


ment the cost of administrating the 
government could not ve otherwise but 
heavy. He instanced how in 1893 the 
expenditure on education amounted to 
$97,000. This year it is $120,000. 
He pointed out that other calls which 
bore heavily on the revenue were 
public improvement, relief of distress, 
and grants to hospitals. Mr. Olver 
claimed that the government having 
created yoverning powers in the North- 
west Territories, as they at present ex- 
ist, should provide funds to carry jt on. 
On. the basis of provincial subsidies. 
Mr. Oliver pointed out that the Ter- 
ritories are entitled to a subsidy in the 
neighborhood of $450,000. They were 
not asking for that much, however, but 
simply an increase over the present 
amount, which would enable the as- 
sembly to meet actual necessities of the 
government. 


Mr. Davin seconded all * Mr, Oliver 
had said, and expressed himself as ex- 
ceedingly glad that the member for 
Alberta had brought the matter up. 
He claimed that the Territories were 
entitled to a subsidy amounting to 
$400,000 as long ago as 1894. Mr. 
Davin claimed that - in past sessions he 
had done all in his power to bring the 
matter before the late government. 
The motion for the papers passed with- 
gut opposition. 


MCKINLEY’S PLATFORM. 


While Mr. McKinley devotes the 
leading part of his letter to the discus- 
sion of the currency question, he does 
not omit to discuss other questions: As 
might be expected, he gives consider- 
able space to the advocacy of the pro- 
tective system with which his name 
has been prominently identified. A 
change in the present tariff legislation 
is, he insists, necessary, not only in the 
interests of the treasury, but also of 
business. The declaration in the re- 
publican platform favoring reciprocity j 
is vigorously commended, as is that 
toaching on Foreign immigration. Mr. 
McKinley favors such extension of the

citizens. We should, he urges, permit 
none to participate in the advantages of 
our civilization who du not sympathize 
with our aims and form of government, 
and should receive none who come te 
make war upon our institutions and 
profit by public disquiet and turmoil. 
Against all such our gates. must be 
tightly closed. The policy of discrim- 
inating duties in favor of American 
shipping is advocated, and the main- 
teuance of the civil service reform laws 
is insisted upon. The concluding 
of the letters contain a 
strong plea for thé elimination of all 
sectional spirit, to all influences making 
for the removal of which the candidate 
pledges himself in the strongest terms.

AMERICAN SILVER COINAGE, 


From Bradstreets: Some infcrma- 
tion of interest regarding the efforts 
made by the treasury department to 
force the silver dollar into circulation 
is given in recent Washington advices. 
A department official with whom an 
interview has been had is quoted as 
saying that the department has treated 
these cvuins more generously than any 
other form of money ever issued by the 
government, and has offered unusual 
inducements for their use in business 
transactions, but that experience has 
shown that, except in special cases, the 
people will never take the “dollar of 
our daddies” when they can get its 
paper representative of other currency 
equally as good. The total standard 
silver dollars coined up to the Ist in- 
stant number 531,852,041. Of this 
number 370,852,144 are lying idle in 
the vaults of the treasury and 61,999,- 
797 are in cirerlation, being less than 
one-seventh of the coinage. The larg- 
est amcunt of’ these dollars ever in 
actual circulation was 67,547,023, in 
December. 1890. During the past ten 
years their circulation has varied be- 
tween 60,000,000 and 50,000,000, and 
has never fallen below the latter figure. 
To maintain this circulation the gov- 
ernment pays all express charges of 
transportation on all the silver dollars 
it sends out. There is no other kind 
of money thai is similarly shipped to 
individuals at_the entire expense of the 
government, with the insignificant ex- 
ception of nickels and cents when for- 
warded direct from the mints. The 
amount of silver dollars shipped each 
year varies from 25,000,000 to 30,000,- 
000, at a cost to the government of 
about $50,000 a year. This expense 
is criticized by some as a tax upon the 
people at large for the benefit mainly 
of bankers, who, when they need 
money of small denominations in the 
movement of the crops or other large 
trade operations, cail on the treasury 
department for silver dollars in order to 
avoid the express charges. that would 
accrue on the shipments of other kinds 
of money. It is also asserted that 
some bankers also get the dollars in 
large amounts in order to use them in 
meeting their bills. Even this practice 
does not suffice to keep the silver in 
the hands of the people, however, and 
it soon gets back into the treasury in 
exchange for the more convenient paper 
currency.

GENERAL NEWS. 


Complete return of the Manitoba census 
taken last spring have been received. The 
total population of the province is now 193,+ 
425, or an increase of 84,785 in population 
in ten years. The increase for the first 
five years, from 1886 to 1891, was 43,866. 
and for the second five years, from 1891 to 
1896, it was 40,919. The increase in ten 
years was taken so as to ascertain the pro- 
per subsidy due to the province. At 80 cents 
per head the increase in the subsidy to the 
province on 40,919 population, which was 
the inerease in the last five years, wiil be 
about $32.735. By constituencies the popu- 
lation is as follows: Macdonald 30.404, 
.Provencher 17,751, Brandon 32,668, Selkirk 
24,840, Marquette 17,923, Lisgar 38,190, 
Winnipeg 31,649, making a total of 193,425, 


The municipality of St. Clements lying 
north of Winnipeg along the Red River, has 
had a list of the vacant lands owned by the 
municipality made up and now throws them 
open to settlement to actual reliable and 
energetic settlers on the following plan: 
Any head of a family can locatean 80 acre 
homestead on payment of $25, for which a 
deed wiil be given at the end of three 
years on the performance of certain settle- 
ment duties. The $25 is to pay all expenses 
of inspection, etc., and also the taxes for 
three years previous te issuing cf deed. 
This means practically that the land is 
given for nothing. ItZis also proposed to 
allow any homesteader to purchase the 
adjoining 80 acres when it is owned by the 
municipality at the rate of $1 per acre. A 
small payment will be required in cash and 
the balance in three annual payments. 
This means that an actual settler can have 
80 acres for nothing and 160 acres for $80,

BLACK DUCKS. 
_ Thomas Johnson, vf Winnipeg, has 
e following, written from Edmonton, 
= the last number of Forest and Stream 
just to hand: I have found out the 
eeding grounds of black ducks. We 
% ive no black ducks in Manitoba, and 
when Mr. Hough wasa guest of my 
friend, W. B. Wells, their sbooting 
was principally of black ducks—that is, 
at their club preserves at Mitchell's 
Bay. It was a puzzle to Mr. Wells 
and myself to know their breeding 
crounds, but I found it-at Lake St. 
Anne, ‘about forty-five miles west of 
here.” They are in thousands, and a 
peculiarity they have during the breed- 
ing season is similar to that. of the coot, 
or water hen, viz: They won’t fly, 
but dive or swim out of danger. An- 
other lake, named Lac la Biche, is also 
. great breeding ground for black ducks. 
This lake-is 160 miles north of here. 
I saw to-day two of the largest 


buffalo robes I ever saw and I 
have seen tens of thousands. The 
buffalo were killed in March 
last, north of here. ,I measured one

Last Thursday evening a public meeting 

was held in the Presbyterian ehurch, which 
was the closing one of the series of Presby- 
tery sessiors held during the week. Rev. 
D. (G. MeQneen- occupied the> chair, 
acd after the rading of scripture by Rev. 
WW. Janssen and prayer by Rev. P. 
Naismi'h, he ealled on Rev. J. Fernie, con- 
vener of the committee on chureh life and 
work, to address the auchencs on ‘the 
bearing of missiou work on chureh life and 
work ” 

Rev. J. Fernie said it seemed to him that 
before we conld tell bow home mission 
work could bear cn church life and work, 
we would require to know what church life 
and work was. Life wasa very difficult 
thing to define. No one had yet been 
able to define life. We only knew by the 
evidence we saw in the moveinents of beings 
that life existed. In the same way we 
could only tell of the existence of spiritual 
life by its outward manifestation _ The 
proof of the existence of spiritual life in an 
individual was manifest in his desire to 
work fer God. Having life himself his 
first thought was to give it to his fellows. 
He would be faithful in his observance of 
the divine ordinances, and regular in his 
attendance at worship. He would take an 
iuterest in the Sunday school, the goune 

le’s society, in temperance. rong 
orink Was an of the rank abominable 
curses ot the country. -It paralyzed every 
effort for success commercially, morally and 
intellectuaily. Home missions had for 
their chief end the preservation of whatever 
was right and the promotion of Godly 
knowledge. Home missions carried an open 
bible which told men of their state by 
nature and the means of salvation, and they 
brought men who told of these things and 
explained the truths 6f the bible. 


After another hymn had been sung the 
Rev. Dr. Robertson was introduced by the 
chairman who said that what the dector did 
not know about home missions was not 
worth knowing, and what he did not know 
about the west was hardly worth knowing. 


Dr. Robertson said he could not possibly 
come up to the expectations to which his 
introduction might give rise. It was ouly 
fifteen vears since a Presbyterian missionary 
came to Edmonton, and he was very glad to 
find that the last assembly had raised the 
Edmonton. district toa presbytery. They 
expected that congregation to set a good ex- 
ample to all the congregations in the west 
and he believed they would not be disap- 
pointed. They. should be proud to know 
that the young presbytery had already or- 
dained two home missionaries. As a mis- 
sionary presbytery they would easiiy under- 
stand their aim should be to maintain and 
extend the kingdom of Jesus Christ in that 
part of the country. He himself was a 
member of that presbytery, and he should 
say it was ‘‘our’ business. What good 
there was in the srorld today was chiefly 
due to the infiuence of christianity. They 
were in duty bound to uphold religion. In 
the western states it is difficult to maintain 
ministers. Cleveland said it was almost im- 
perative that the churches should maintain 
missions in the western states. What was 
true there was true with us. Last year in 
the U. 8. over 10,500 persons were up for 
murder, 9st to speak of others not known. 
in Canada, if they had 700 cases would not 
everyone think the bottom had fallen out of 
society? He believed religion had taught 
our people to believe that man is made in 
God's image, and therefore respected human 
life. As a patriot he was particularly anxi- 
ous that they should do whatever they 
could to improve people. Fewer people in 
connection with the Presbyterian church, 
according to population, committed crime 
than those of any other church according to 
the report of the minister cf justice. He 
asked himself whether it was that fewer 
Presbyterians broke the law, or was it that 
it was more difficult to convict them. The 
Presbyterian had no more scales on him 
than other people, but he was taught from 
youth up to fear God and honour the king, 
and he thought that helped him to_preserve 
the law. He believed every minister in the 
country was worth half a dozen policemen. 
During the last 20 years 200 of their mis- 
sions had become good solid congregations, 
and they had twice as many missions on the 
list te-day as they had 20 years ago. So 
that home missions were splendid feeders of 
the church. They could easily understand 
that growth was largely dependent on home 
mission work. The same was true about 
foreign missions. Home missions here to- 
day ‘gave over $20,000 a year to foreign 
missions as well as ten new congregations « 
year to the church. The women’s branches 
are giving $40,000 a year to the chucch. 
Let home missions be done away with and 
the chureh will go. They could not expect: 
to get alarger return for an investment 
than by planting missions amongst their 
own people. The English church were said 
to have spent $250,000 in mission work 
amongst Ineians south of Calgary, and their 
only convert was Jack Buffalo. © That made 
Jack Buffalo come dear. Yet they dare not 
give up their Indian missions, but they 
must not expect the same result from 
Indjan missions as from home missions, 
They spent west of lake Superior $30,000 on 
home missions and $50,000 on Indian mis- 
sions. Last year in the west there were 
1050 souls brought into the church, and in 
the whele church in Canada 2000. So he 
said home mission work was ‘the best pay- 
ing investment. Twenty years ago they 
had only two congregations* west of lake 
Superior, now {they had 87 besides their 
missions. They preached to-day at over 
830 points. Then their people numbered 
500, now they were between 19,000 and 
20,000. Then they gave $15,000 for the 
hom: mission work, now they gave 
$250,000. There was no other part of the 
world could show the same result. Some 


people were easily discouraged by 
disadvantages. There was a disaduantage 
here in winter when it was very 


cold, but they had the satisfaction of know- 
ing there were no mosquitoes in January. 
Last year Manitoba raised 60 million bushels 
of grain, half of it wheat, 2400 bushels of 
grain for every farmer in the province. 
They had 40 million acres there. It was a 
mistake the railway had not crossed the 
river here. In his opinion the C. P. R. had 
taken the wrong course when coming west. 
Tt should have come along the banks of the 
Saskatchewan. (applause) They knew 
what am enormous population this valley: 
could maintain. Then look at British. 
Columbia, The estimated catch of fish 
this year in the rivers was valued at $8,000, - 
000 without the deep sea fish which has only 
just begun. Seventy-four per cent of the 
surface of that province is covered with 
timber and there is over 380,000 square 


REY. DR. ROBERTSON ON THE WEST | miles. Then the minerals. He knew no- 


thing about mining but those who did kno 
told him they ex ret to get $10,000,000 of 
silver and geld this year and $25,000; 
per year in three years time. That wealth 
was all theirs and nobody knew how- much 
it was. Those who professed to know said 
Canada was the richest mineral country on 
the face of the earth. In this western coun- 
try there was any amount of land for rais- 
ing cattle and grain, and any amount of 
minerals and timber. No one could esti- 
mate the amount of coal here. in the 
Crow’s Nest Pass the seams are 150 feet 
thick. He saw a lot of thoroughbred cattle 
at Winnipeg show, and he also saw a lot of 
thoroughbred men there, big broad shoulder- 
edmen. Any country that can produce 
men of that kind was a grand country. 
Then the other night ke baptized six shild- 
ren in that church and all of them boys. 
That was the kind of country they had and 
he wished them to learn to value their own 
evuntry. They should think there is no 
other country in which they could raise 
their families. His iden was that if the 
country was to be kept right they must 
plant in it religious institutions, and be- 
cause he expected a large population, he 
believed that it should be done now. The 
doctor gave some stories of his experiences 
in mining camps where the men were 
anxiously asking for missionaries,and urged 
that missions should be planted amongst 
them at once. He concluded ‘‘ We want 
men whe will be respected because of what 
they are, who are wel! read and who have 
some magnetism and some preaching power, 
men who know human nature and how to 
deal with it. Given the right man and God 
will not withold His blessing and never 
will. You can aid home missions by first 
praying for them. See that you maintain 
your congregation well. Every person 
should have his opportunity of giving, if 
only five cents. Every member of the 
church should think it a privilege to give 
what he can and should be thankful to 
God for allowing him to give.” 

The fine address of the Rev. Dr. was 
listened to with profound attention. At its 
close refreshments were served by the 
ladies and the doctor and other ministers 
moved amongst the congregation to make 
acquaintance with them.
